The incumbents’ testimony is
due December 8 — 10. | am very concerned about our ability to respond to that
testimony in our rebuttal testimony due the following week, December 15 — 17,
particularly to the extent that the incumbents use financial information that we don't
have access to. We tried to address this situation by serving the discovery requests
which are the subject of our motions to compel. For these reasons | urge you to move

forward with a ruling on those motions as soon as possible.
